WHAT SUERMAN HAS DONE IN THE CAR- 


OLINAS.—Fourteen cities, hundreds of miles 
of railroad, and thousands of bales of cot- 
ton have been burned; 85 cannon, 4,000 
prisoners, and 25,000 animals have been 
captured, and over fifteen thousand white 
and black refugees have been set free. 
At Columbia Sherman found 43 heavy 
guns, 5,000 stand of small arms, 12,000 
rounds of fixed ammunition, and a great 
portion . of machinery sent there .from 
Charleston for safety. The machirjeslhops, 
which were of vast importance, ordnance 
stores of all kinds, and one complete bat- 
tery of Blakely guns, with caissons and 
limber cheats, were destroyed and thrown 
into the river. On February 20th the 
army resumed its inarch toward Charlotte,

irant telegraphed that Sheridan, with 


cial gives the following account of Friday's 
fighting: At day break a movement was 


ade to secure a position to advance upon 


the enemy covering White Oak road. The 
object being to possess that road, which 
intersects the Claiborne road leading to the 
South Side Railroad. At 3 o'clock Ayers' 
ivision supported by Crawford'sandGrif- 
.n's advanced and immediately met resist- 
ance from rebel skirmishers • who were 
mshed back to within a mile of White 
)ak. At thia juncture the eno*ny massed, 
and with their usual yell charged. Our 
column wavered for a time, and finally 
;ave way, retiring slowly towards Boyd- 
awn road, halting on a hill where, sup- 
ported by Griffin's division which had just 
2ome up, they took shelter in breastworks. 
The enemy made several ineffectual at- 
tempts to dislodge them, a fierce fire of 
artillery and muskctrymeanwhilc pouring 
death into the ranks of the rebels. 


At one o'clock Miles' Division was or- 


crrty .moved three columns acros_a the creek 
at three points and at once, which superi- 
or numbers enabled him to flank Davies' 
brigade. After a stubborn fight with the 
column advancing in front the other com- 
mands at once changed their respective 
positions to. meet the change of affairs. 
The fight Continued until about 5 o'clock 
p. m.'at which time the the enemy had cut 
off Davies with Guelph's and Fitz Hugh's 
brigades and forced them back in a north- 
easterly direction t3 the Boydtown plank 
road. 


A battle took placo a little east of north 


from Dimtfddie Court House, on which 
place this portion of the command moved 
during tho night. Gibbs' brigade for a 
longtime held its position and made two 
successful charges in one of which the 1st 
U. S., Capt. Lord, and the 1st Penn. 
drove the enemy's strong line of infantry 
and captured about 100 men. During thia 
charge several hundred of the rebels 
threw down their arms and attempted to 
rush into our lines. Unfortunately the 
movement waa not observed in time to 
prevent a volley from being opened into 
them. 
This cauned a hesitation long 


enough for their officers to-cover them 
with a fire from tho rear. - 


At five o'clock Gibbs bad fallen back to 


within one mile of Dinwiddie Court House 
and was here relieved by Capert's brigade 
of Custar's division, which was strength- 
ened by the arrival of Col. Penninjgton 
with part of his brigade. From this tune 
until after dark Custar had the fight and 
the enemy did not advance to hold the 
ground a single rod. When Custar 
came to the 
front a scene of the 


wildest excitement prevailed. 
Capert 


had his brigade on the left, and Penning- 
ton the right, and before anything to fight 
behind could* be' put up, the enemy came 
storming put of the. woods as if confident 
o£ demolishing everything before them. 
Custar and his man were received with 
cheers. He instantly set Capert's band to 
playing Hail Columbia and other patriotic 
pieces. 
This, revived the spirits of all 


present, and the music brought forth cheers 
from thousands of wearied men. As the 
enemy opened upon the line Generals Sher- 
idan and Custar with their staff officers, 
rode 
alone 
the 
line 
with 
their 


respective colors displayed. This' demon- 
stration elicited renewed enthusiasm along, 
the whole line, and by the time this was 
over a heavy fire had been opened with ar- 
tillery, commenced by Lord's and Wood- 
ruffs guns. The enemy cha.-ged several 
times and were repulsed with great slaugh- 
ter. Caperts saw one of his regiments, the 
1st Virginia, dashing off, and not having 
siivcn the order he followed, and found 
Gen. Merritt, Col. Forsyth of Sheridan's 
staff, and others Rt the head of the regi- 
ment. The enemy fell back hastily before 
these troops and did not again, attempt to- 
force our lines. 


The result of Friday's fighting, the 


Times' correspondent says, was that we 
swung the left around three miles north of 
the Boydtown plank road, leaving between 
it and tho South .Side Railroad but a sin- 
gle lino of breastworks. Wo captured 
about 1,000 prisoners, and our own loss 
not over 2,000 in the aggregate. The en- 
emy suffered much more heavily and their 
forces were becoming demoralized very 
rapidly. In the evening he could not be 
induced to make another charge on the 5th 
corps' iront, although they had fought des- 
perately early in the day. 


The Tribune's Washington special says 


it ia understood there that Grant's plan 
wus that Sheridan should cut the South- 
aide Railroad and reach over to the Dan- 
ville road. Tho armies of the Potomac 
and James were to-push over toward the 
left and turn Le>)'a right flank, while the 
lino in front of Petersburg was still to be 
held, and if possible advanced. Judging 
by the latest despatches the whole plan 
seems to have been successful, including 
the cutting the Southside Railroad, turn- 
ing Lee'* light and carrying a portion of 
the rebels works in front of Petersburg. 
Two lines of policy only is believed open 
to Lee—retreat to Danville, or failing in 
th^, fight till Johnston can be hurried up- 
on the Weldon Railroad to reinforce him.
